The school census for 1917 shows there are 280 
pupils in the town, a slight gain from last year. 

Schools have been in session 30 weeks this year, a 
loss from last year, due to not receiving any money 
from state equalization fund. 

Teachers have given fairly good satisfaction, but 
we have had difficulty in securing good teachers this 
year because of the scarcity of teachers and the low 
wages we pay. We will have to pay more wages to 
our teachers next year, to compete with other towns 
around us, and for the increased cost of living. 
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At the June examination, 14 pupils passed, and 
graduating exercises were held June 29 at Sidney 
Grange hall, where the following pupils were given 
diplomas:

The schoolhouse in No. 8 was shingled, and in No. 
11 a new hardwood floor was laid, a new steel ceiling 
was put up, and the underpinning was fixed, as well as 
new paper and a coat of paint on the inside. 

Minor repairs have been done to the other school- 
houses. | 

In closing this report, I wish to thank the teach- 
ers, parents and pupils who have tried to make our 
schools as successful as possible.
